Nixon definitely 
to run again 


CONCORD, N H (U PI)— President Nixon formally announced his 
candidacy for reelection today to “ complete the work" of bringing 
peace and prosperity to America and the world “ 
The President, in a letter to form er Gov. Lane Dwinell. said he 
would “ work toward the national renewal that will make the 
anniversary year of 1976 as proud a milestone for America as was 
1776.” 
Dwinell. who entered Nixon’s name in the March 7 New Hampshire 
prim ary, released the letter at a news conference. 
The President said he would perm it his name to be entered in the 
other prim aries but would refrain from “ public partisan activities ... 
at least until the Republican convention 


“ It was in New Hampshire that I began my campaign for the 
presidency four years ago. and I rem em ber well the opportunity that 
campaign provided to visit so much of the state and to m eet so many 
of its people.” Nixon wrote 
“ 1 have tried to be true to the trust that they expressed, and to carry­ 
forward the effort we began in New Hampshire in 1968: to bring peace 
and progress both abroad and at home and to give America the 
leadership it needs for a new era of national greatness." Nixon wrote 


“ 1 want to complete the work that we have done and therefore I 
shall be a candidate for renommation and reelection, 
the President 
said. 
“ In addition to New Hampshire. I shall also perm it my name to be 
entered in the other prim aries. As I am sure you will understand, 
however, it will not be possible for me to campaign actively and 
personally in any of the prim ary elections," he said 
Nixon’s entry in the New Hampshire prim ary m eant he would 
autom atically be put on the ballot in at least six other prim aries — 
Florida. M aryland, Nebraska. Oregon, Tennessee and Wisconsin 
—where all avowed national candidates autom atically are entered 
Supporters would have to enter his name in the other 16 prim aries. 
Dwinell also released a letter from the President to the Secretary of 
State Robert L. Stark saying “ I shall be a candidate for renommation 
and re-election, and therefore I shall leave my name on the ballot.” 
On Monday. Dwinell gave Stark 2,000 signatures —twice as many as 
necessary—to put Nixon on the ballot for the nation's first prim ary 
Nixon had 10 days to withdraw his name after he had been officially 
notified that his name had been entered in the prim ary.

The plane was on the ground at 
Tampa two hours and 33 minutes, 
and shortly before it departed, the 
pilot 
radioed 
“ the passenger

getting mighty jumpy and nervous " 
There initially was no official 
announcement where the plane was 
headed when it lifted off from 
Tampa at 11:56 a.m. EST. but the 
Federal Aviation Agency later said 
the air pirates were heading for 
Havana 
It was the first hijack of the new 
year. 
The hijackers first demanded that 
they be flown to Havana, but once on 
the ground at Tam pa, they said they 
wanted to go to Africa. 
They were told their plane did not 
have the range for a trans-Atlantic 
trip, and finally settled again on 
Cuba

Unemployment edging up 


WASHINGTON (U PIi —Unemployment edged up to 6.1 per cent of 
A m erica’s labor force in December, closing out 1971 with the highest 
average rate in a decade, 5.9 per cent, the government reported today. 
The Labor Departm ent said the number of jobless persons increased 
66.000 last month to a total of 5.21 million after seasonal adjustm ents. The 
6 1 per cent unemployment rate, compared to a 1-year high of 6.2 per cent in 
December. 1970, represented a rise of 0.1 percent from November. 
Democratic National Chairman Lawrence F. O’Brien seized on the new 
report as evidence that “ Richard Nixon’s very good year in 1972” —refer­ 
ring to Nixon’s economic forecast this year—“ has gotten off to a very bad 
sta rt.” 
At a hearing late this morning by the House-Senate Economic Committee. 
Sen William Proxm ire, D-Wis., told a Labor Departm ent official, Geoffrey 
H. Moore, “ We seem to be going along at alm ost depression levels of 
unemployment 
This looks to me like a pretty discouraging if not bleak 
picture.” 
Moore did not disagree. 
While both the percentage of unemployment and the num ber of persons 
without jobs increased, the year-end report said the num ber of persons with 
jobs also increased in December to a record high of 80,130.000 from 
80.020.000 in November. November marked the first tim e U.S. employment 
had ever reached 80 million.

64, from Richmond, is the seventh man to be 
appointed from his state while Rehnquist. 47, is the first

constructionists on constitutional law 
In accordance with custom, the two men took their 
oath to support the Constitution- the sam e oath given all 
federal employes—in the privacy of the 
justices 
conference room with only their seven colleagues pre­ 
sent, Chief Justice W arren E Burger adm inistered the 
oath 
Two m em bers of the court have not been sworn in on 
the same day since Jan 3, 1911 when Justices Willis Van 
Devanter and Joseph R Lam ar were seated Powell is 
taking the chair of Van Devanter. who preceeded the late 
Hugo L Black 


Powell, as the senior appointee, was sworn in first, 
helped on with his robe by robing attendant Hansford 
Harrison and seated in the chair at the far left of the high 
mahogany bench beside Justice Thurgood Marshall. 
Rehnquist was seated at the far right beside Justice 
Harry A Blackmun 


At the end of the brief ceremony the newly robed

disposal program, relax controls on the 
teaching ot venereal disease prevention 
and cure, and increase state employe and 


college faculty salaries 
“ The governor is either on something or 
he thinks we all have short memories, 
said Assemblyman Willie Brown Jr., D-San 
Diego, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
In his annual appearance before the 
legislature, the governor announced he will 
propose $65 million in new state aid to local 
schools next year and called for legislation 
to establish 
an effective solid waste 
management program He proposed a $95 8 
million salary boost for civil servants and 
higher education faculties. 
He said venereal disease had reached 
"epidemic proportions” among California 
youngsters 
and 
urged 
“ every 
school 
district to join the battle against VD by 


instituting venereal disease prevention 
courses.” He said current law gives them 
all the authority they need 
Senate leader James R

Finns put accent on 
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God is alive and working on Mad A v . Rev Decnton 
wisemen still Come 


(Second in a Series.)

NEW YORK—< NEA)—The 
pew interest in Christ and 
the revival of religion has 
left the churches as confused 
and uncertain as they were 
when the “ God is Dead” 
movement r e a c h e d its 
zenith. Those involved in the 
religious revival rarely join 
the traditional church, yet 
the churches seem to believe 
they are close enough to 
capture. 
The new religion offers a 
whole new potential market. 
No one seems to have left 
this market unexplored, not 
even the churches. And how 
better to reach those mil­ 
lions of people feeling that 
rapturous enchantment with 
religion than with advertis­ 
ing ? 
Yes. God is a l i v e and 
working on Madison Avenue, 
at least according to Reli­ 
gion In American Life. RIAL 
is the cooperative advertis 
ing program of 38 major na­ 
tional religious groups (Cath­ 
olic, Protestant, Jewish). 
Working through the Adver 
tising Council, RIAL uses 
millions of dollars of adver­ 
tising space and time do­ 
nated by the media. Pay­ 
ment for the material dis­ 
tributed without cost to the 
media comes equally from 
religion and businessmen. 
RIAL’S business and pro­ 
fessional advisory council is 
composed of men from some 
of the nation’s biggest com­ 
panies — General Mo to rs, 
Consolidated Natural Gas. 
Eastern Air Lines, American 
Can, National Lead. These 
corporations, together with 
the 38 religious groups, pay 
for the cost of production. 
The businessmen have the 
selling know-how as well as 
the money behind them. And 
the churches have the thing 
that is being sold . . . God. 
At a preview of the cam­ 
paign one minister said, 
“ They’re selling everything 
else, why not God?” So God 
is being sold through an ad­ 
vertising agency in much 
the same way products are 
sold. The agency prepares 
TV spots, newspaper and 
magazine ads. radio spots 
and film clips for drive-in 
movies. 
Although v ar ious com­ 
plaints have been voiced 
about commercializing re­ 
ligion through advertising, 
the members of Religion In 
American Life defend their 
position. “ Today advertising 
is more important t h a n 
ever,” says Jerald Hatfield, 
director of programming for 
RIAL. “ With people moving 
around, or living in isolated 
farms or high-r i s e apart­ 
ments in a very complex, 


technical world, you have to 
advertise religion. Were 
r e a c h i n g these people 
through the very thing that 
separates religion from mod­ 
ern man, technology." 


The advertising campaigns 
have concentrated on differ­ 
ent aspects of reliipon each 
year. Eor the l a s t three 
y e a r s RIAL has concen­ 
trated on themes of brother­ 
hood and neighborly love. 
“ Love Your Neighbor” was 
preceded by “ B r e a k the 
Hate Habit.” And the pop-

ular slogan. 
'And now a 
word f r o m our Creator: 
Love Your Neighbor” was 
w’hat Hatfield considered “ a 
joke on ourselves about com­ 
mercializing. And showing 
God as the Sponsor was a 
wonderful idea — p e o p l e 
loved it.” 
But a more serious cam­ 
paign didn’t get the same 
“ marvelous response.” One 
particular ad for racial jus­ 
tice showed three black chil­ 
dren with the caption, “ For 
God’s Sake, Do Something.” 
Hatfield says that RIAL “ re­ 
ceived a lot of reactions to 
that, most of them objec­ 
tions.” One m e d i a man 
w r o t e back saying 
For 
God’s sake, don’t send any 
more of that stuff.” Use of 
material fell off that year 
and RIAL p l a c e d a new 
emphasis on the campaign. 
We generally sound out the 
media before production,” 
Hatfield says. “ They tell us 
about what they consider 
controversial, or about prod­ 
ucts that would clash with 
advertisers. For example, if 
we are depicting a pollution 
scene, the can lying on the 
ground or the stack giving 
off black fumes couldn’t be 
shown with a specific prod­ 
uct or company name on it. 
After all, we can’t give the 
media a n y t h i n g they 
wouldn’t use. They couldnrt 
sell something no one would 
buy." 


In addition to the RIAL 
campaign, there are about 
150 television spots by na­ 
tional religious groups.'Most 
religions have radio and TV 
f u n d s The denomination 
pays with part of the money 
coming from parishioners’ 
donations Churches have in­ 
dependently begun to adver­ 
tise through mass media or 
on billboards by their own 
churches. One eye-catcher at 
the Glen Rose B a p t i s t 
Church in Houston, Tex., has

the message, “ Kids Nee d 
LSD” and printed under­ 
neath are the words “ Love 
Security Discipline.” 
But local or independent 
efforts by no means com­ 
pare w i t h the impact of 
RIAL’s campaign. Last 
year, the nation’s communi­ 
cations media contributed 
$16 million worth of adver­ 
tising time and space. 
Another b i g advertising 
push has been for National 
Bible Week. This campaign 
was aimed more clearly at 


young people. The ads fea­ 
tured such popular music 
stars as Richie Havens and 
Sonny and Cher and the 
Sea Train group. The slogan 
“ Look Who Reads the Bible” 
accompanied the photo- 
graphs of several of these 
celebrities. The agency also 
produced a one-minute radio 
s pot featuring the Bryds 
singing “ Turn, turn, turn” 
with lyrics from the Old Tes­ 
tament book of Ecclesiastes.

This is the conclusion of an interesting 
survey of 909 persons in Santa Barbara 
County recently completed by 230 students 
at the University of California at Santa 
Barbara 


Only 26 7 per cent of those interviewed 
agreed that President Nixon has done an 
adequate job in fighting pollution during 
the past year; 23.1 per cent say the same 
for Congress, 32.7 per cent for Senator 
Cranston; 31 per cent for Congressman 
Teague; 
214 
per 
cent 
for 
Governor 


Washington callinq by M arquis Childs 


Reagan; 21.2 per cent for the legislature; 
24 per cent for Senator Lagomarsino; 20 6 
per cent for Assemblyman MacGillivray; 
and 26 2 per cent for Santa Barbara County 
supervisors. 
Industrial leaders, like politicians, have 
still to win the confidence of residents. 
Sixty-five per cent of those polled believe 
that industry is more concerned with 
giving the appearance of fighting pollution 
than in actually fighting it. 
Reflecting the seriousness of citizens 
concerning the pollution fight, the survey 
showed that 05.9 per cent indicated a 
willingness to pay more in taxes and costs 
for manufactured goods in order to clean 
up the environment. 
Politicians should certainly take note of 
this and act more vigorously to accede to 
the wishes of constituency

But that 
raises another of the traps In the 
gamesmanship between Congress 
and the executive — the veto In the 
midst of a presidential campaign 
President 
Nixon would certainly 
veto a national health insurance 
m easure with righteous language 
denouncing “ socialized medicine” 
and the fearful cost tb the federal 
government 
That was the kind of veto with 
which the President killed a bill 


passed by both Senate and House 
enlarging the scope of the off ice of

was 
screwing up the screw threads.
